Reason for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant claims are novel and unobvious over the prior art of record; The 
closest art, US Patents 6,979,681 B2, 6,936,634 B2 and 6,750,251 B2, also disclose 
similar ruthenium(ll) compounds having a formula (I) wherein A and B together 
represent NR 7 R 8 -(CR 12 R 13 ) m NR 9 R 10 . However, the instant compounds differ from the 
prior art compounds in that when L is (C 2 -C 6 )alkylene, Y is NR 16 R 17 and Y* is NR 18 R 19 , it 
is required that either R 16 or R 17 is covalently bonded to either R 18 or R 19 . Said 
requirement is not taught or disclosed by the prior art.
